APPROPRIATION. 


Cbalrmaii Hull Says 8'JO,000,OUO Will 


Be Needed for 10i),OOO Men. 


Special dispatches, Washington, Feb. 1 


The house today went into a com- 


mittee of the whole and entered upon 
a consideration of the river and har- 
bor bill. Mr. Burton (republican, Ohio) 
chairman of the river and harbor com- 
mittee, opened the debate with a gen- 
eral statement of the necessity of con- 
tinuing river and harbor work. This 
country, he said, ivas now entering 
upon an era of commercial expansion. 
The vast amount of our exports as well 
as their excess over our imports was a 
marvel to the commercial world. The 
greatest factor in this expansion was 
the improvement of our rivers and 
harbors in order to cheapen the cost 
of transportation. We had expended 
in all $320,000,000 in river and harbor 
work and the estimates upon which 
this bill was based aggregated $200,- 
000,000. The committee recommended 
a, little over $30,000,000. The argument 
advanced for a, channel from the nar- 
rows to the sea in New York harbor, 
he said, had been unanswerable, and 
the committee had made 
provision 


for it 


Following the passage of the Hull 


army, bill ia^ .the house- yesterday 
Cjrairman Hull informed his associates 
on the military committee that the 
army appropriation bill be framed on 
the basis of 100,000 men and Mr. Hull 
estimates it will carry about $90,000,000. 
The chairman is confident the army rt> 
organization bill will pass the senate 
and become a law, in which case the 
appropriations for a regular army of 
100,000 men would be required. In any 
event, however, the quota of 100,000 
will be provided for on the theory that 
the present force of volunteers and 
regulars will be retained in case con- 
gress does not provide a permanent 
system. The ampunt for the bill will 
be much less than the estimate made 
by the war department and submitted 
to congress at the opening of the ses- 
sion. That estimate was based on an 
army of 150,000 men at a cost of 
$114,000,000, 


River and Harbor Bill. 


The senate committee _ on foreign re- 


lations decided today to no longer op- 
pose a vote on peace treaty resolu- 
tions. It is confident that all resolu- 
tions, except the Sullivan resolution, 
will be voted down.

LOGIC OF SITUATION 


Compelled Senator Gray to Change 
His Viem Concerning the Treaty, 


\ 
Against Permanent Occupa- 


tion of the Philippines. 


Senator Money Would Leave Filipinos to Work 


Out Their Own Salvation. 


Washington, Feb. J.—Senators Gray 


and Money occupied the entire executive 
session of the senate yesteiday ir 
Bppeehes on the peace treaty, Senator 
Giay favoring ratification and Senator 
Money opposing It 
j 


Senator Gray was the third of the Paris 


commissioners to speak, but while he 
gave 'some attention to the published 
matter bearing on th« treaty, he did not 
so into this in such detail as did Sena- 
tors Frye and Davis. He admitted that 
in the beginning of the negotiations he 
had been opposed to the acquisition of 
the Philippine archipelago, and said thai 
he *ad freely and frankly advised tht 
president and his tellow commissioner' 
of his belief that it would be unwise ti- 
attempt to shape its destiny. He lie- 
used his best endeavipcs to bring them ti 
accept his views, but had utterly failed 
He at last reache^jthe conclusion tha 
he would either have to join with th 
majority or see the treaty fail and th. 
war continue. In {he meantime, he ha( 
been largely won over by the argument 
of his colleagues wui by the logic of th 
situation, and Jrq had at last conclude 
to Sign the convention. 


Having taken nis ki^T^n he was her 


now to defend the treaty as a v.se «jn 
elusion of a most delicate diplomatic 
undertaking. Many complications hac 
beset'the commissioners in their work 
and while he would not retract what hi 
had heretofore said as to the undesira 
bility of acquiring distant territory, a* 
a matter of principle, etili there wen 
times when a nation as an individua 
might have to choose between evils 
There was danger of many complication.' 
of an international character in case tht 
United States should have elected tc 
pursue a different policy. He reitei ate< 
that the ultimate conclusion to take thf 
entire Philippine group was that of th 
commissioners rather than of the presi 
dent, and he also "went into the difflcul 
ties of getting tie Spanish commission 
ers to come to a conclusion. 


Senator Gray did not advocate perma 


nent occupancy of the eastern islands 
but said that the duration of our exercise 
of sovereignty there should be settled ii 
the future, and not at present. In re 
ply to a question by Senator Mason, lu 
said that he^ woulfjR^ot'attempt to fix e 
time—that this owly could be done after 
we had an opportunity to study the 
situation, to know the people and learn 
their wapacitieg. He &au every confi- 
dence in the American people, and he 
believed that they would not only give 
the natives their freedom when they had 
shown a capacity for taking care of 
themselves, as a nation of the world, but 
that they would manage the affairs of 
the islands wisely and well while they 
controlled them. They would give the 
islanders a. fair start in civilization be- 
fore turning them, loose to shift for them- 
selves. 


Senator Money attacked the acquisition 


of the islands as contrary to the spirit 
of American institutions and as uncon- 
stitutional. He said that the govern- 
ment of the United States could not af- 
ford to put itself in the attitude of a Don 
Quixote in a vain effort to care for and 
advance the interests of every people in 
every land that appeared, according to 
our standards of civilization, to need our 
,help. He had been an advocate of inter- 
vention in the case of Cuba, but from 
this fact it did not follow that he was 
willing to transfer the Philippines from 
Spanish vassalage to dependence an the 
United States. He did not consider that 
we were especially concerned as to the 
future of the Filipinos and, so far as he 
was concerned, he should leave them to 
work out their own salvation. This would 
be far preferable to assuming responsi- 
bility for them and making them citizens 
of the United States, as they would in- 
evitably come to be if the treaty should 
be ratified. We had made allies of them 
in the Spanish war by the acts of our 
own agents, and In the interest of fair 
dealing should let them accomplish their 
Independence if they could do so. 


Senator Teller, in a brief rejoinder 


controverted this position, saying that 
an act of congress would be necessary to 
fix their status toward the body politic 


Senator Hoar endorsed Senator Money's 


position.

Some o? Its Secrets. 


WET DELAY WA8 IMPERATIVE.

General Stewart L. Woodford talked 


to members of th* Army and Navy club 
and their guests in New York the other 
night about some of the happenings 
at Washington and Madrid while he 
was the United States minister to Spain. 
The occasion was one of the open meet- 
ings, a series of which the clnb holds 
every winter. The parlors of the house 
were crowded, and standing room was at 
a premium in the halls. Among other 
things, General Woodford said: 


"Without introduction I will try to 


tell yon something of such of the hap- 
penings at Madrid while he who ad- 
dresses yon was your minister to Spain 
as tbe proprieties of the occasion and 
the usages of the state department will 
permit

him to Madrid instructions from the 
president to do three things, One was

to secure justice for Cuba, another was 
to see tnat our commercial interests in 
that island were no longer embarrassed 
and the thiid was to demand tbe with- 
drawal from Cuba of General Weyler 
on or before Oct. 81, 1897—or to de- 
mand the passports of the American 
minister. I delivered my instructions 
to the Dnkeof Tetuan, the Spanish min- 
isterVif foreign affaire, and he promptly 
told me that under no circumstances 
would General Weyler be withdrawn 
from Cuba until the end of the two 
years for which he had been sent there. 


"What the Duke of Tetuan refused to 


do and what American diplomacy failed 
to secure was accomplished by providen- 
tial means. The conservative govern- 
ment resigned, tbe Sagasta ministry 
came into power, and on Oct. 29. I 
think it was, two days before the set 
time for General Weyler's recall by the 
president, Weyler was recalled. 


"The weeks drifted by and Feb. 15, 


1898. came, when our battleship was 
blown up in the harbor of Havana. 
Through departments other than tbe ' 
state department your minister received 
telegraphic information on Feb. 18 that 
there were not on American ships or in 
the ordnance depots in- tbe United 
States two rounds of powder per gun at 
that time, and I was told to exhaust 
the arts of peace nntil April 15, the 
earliest date at which we could be any- 
where near ready for wai, and that in 
any event smokeless powder for both 
the navy and the army would he anoth- 
er impossibility. 


"Your minister did the best he could. 


But let me tell you that had it not been 
for tbe unfaltering, unchanging and 
loyal friendship of England and tbe at- 
titude of her minister at Madrid he 
might have failed to do the little he did 
do. because the representatives at Mad- 
rid of continental Europe were ready at 
any time to interfere with tbe plans of 
the United States if the British min- 
ister wonld only join them. In the ' 
meantime the work of preparation went 
on at home, and, to show yon how ac- 
curately the time was gauged, I may 
tell you of the run of a sealed express 
train across the continent, the contents 
of which train no man outside of Wash- 
ington, and only two. there, knew. It 
had the right of way over all other 
trains. When it reached San Francisco, 
its cargo was transferred to a waiting 
eteamer, which raced to Honolulu. 
There tbe cruiser Baltimore was wait- 
ing, no one knew for what The cargo 
was shifted to tbe Baltimore, which 
carried it to Hongkong, and on April 23 
the cargo was distributed among the 
American warships there, and Dewey 
bad the ammunition he wanted. On 
April 24 he got his orders to sail for. 
Manila. That ammunition on May day 
awoke echoes in Manila bay that were 
heard round tbe world and took from 
Spain an empire." 


General Woodford hastily sketched 


the remainder of his stay in Spain and 
in conclusion said: "The war with 
Spain has been likened to the hundred 
days in Italy. 
Those hundred days 


changed tbe map of Europe for 20 years. 
The days of our war changed the map of 
the world and changed it forever. Yon 
and I may differ as to politics, but 
upon one thing we cannot, differ. We 
tore down the sovereignty of Spain in 
the Philippines. We must either'estab- 
lish there » form, of government as we 
know government, or we must guaran- 
tee the protection of life and property 
there nntil tbe peoples of those islands 
show that they can govern themselves. 
We must do one of these two things. 
It is our duty, and we cannot shirk it" 
—New York Sun.

KILLED BY THEIR FRIENDS. 


IpanUIi Shell* Aimed *t the Merrl- 


mac Fell on Morro CM tie. 


Lieutenant Hobson tells in the Feb- 


ruary Century why it was that the 
Spanish officers at llorro Castle believed 
tb" collier Merrimac to be an armored 
man-of-war: 


It was not long before the governor 


of the Morro came, making me a most 
cordial visit He was followed by the 
colonel commanding the artillery. This 
officer, after kind salutations, referred 
to the heavy fire we had withstood BO 
long and to the gallantry of our fire in 
return. When I informed him that we 
had no guns on board, be was utterly 
incredulous and seemed to conclude 
that I was deceiving him. for be re- 
plied, "But I know yon must have fired, 
for I was struck myself on the foot, 
though I was standing away up above." 
I replied that it must have been a frag- 
ment resulting from their own fire, at 
which the colonel became serious, as 
though a new and unwelcome thought 
was passing through his mind. He, too, 
hud taken us for an armored vessel forc- 
ing oar way through, and what he said 
about our fire puzzled me. 


The next time Charette came in he 


told me that wounded men were being 
operated on in the room just above the 
men's cell and that the blood was 
running down the wall and bad run 
down the clews of his hammock, so that 
he had had to change its position. 
When I bad a chance to speak to him 
and to the others ' afterward, they said 
that both a Spanish sergeant and a 
Spanish private had told them that the 
blood came from the men we had 
wounded; thst we had killed 14 and 
wounded 871 


In a visit to the Morro after the sur- 


render I was very much puzzled to find 
fresh gashes and imprints of various 
sizes in the rear walls, as though it had 
been attacked from the inshore side, 
while we had attacked only from the 
sea- Every indication seems to point to 
the conclusion that the Spaniards firing 
at the Merrimac had struck their own 
men across the channel This was, the 
more to be expected from the horizontal 
fire. Morro, though elevated, was in the 
line of fire from the Beina Mercedes, 
whose projectiles, exploding on the 
Merrimac, doubtless showered 
the 


banks and the rear of Morro beyond. 
No wonder, then, that they took us for 
an armored man-of-war.

nt* Prom En rope Are Bnrtac t?P 


the Trer« For Germany. 


An extraordinary demand for walnnt 


timber at present prevails in eastern 
Pennsylvania. More than $75,000 has 
been paid ont to farmers near Reading 
within the past five years for walnnt 
trees. This timber has been bought 
from them by agents and shipped to 
Germany. In many sections of this 
country the walnnt tree is practically 
extinct, so great have been the demands 
for this timber by agents of foreign 
firms. 


Some of the trees cat down within 


the past few weeks were more than 300 
years old and were as stately and fine as 
any that stnd the earth. The logs are 
extremely heavy and bard to handle. 
They are always hewn square before 
shipment. 
In the vicinity of Ephrata 


it is estimated that no less than 75,000 
feet of walnnt lumber has been cat since 
the first of December. The logs are be- 
ing prepared for shipment to Liverpool 
and other European points to be manu- 
factured into gnnstodcs. An agent for 
a European house bought a lead of 29 
walnnt legs at Eoneybrook a few days 
ago and paid $240 for the lot. These 
logs will be sent direct to Hamburg.— 
Special New York World.

John W. Kocly admitted to Charles 


H. Cramp) a sbipbuildor of Philadel- 
phia, that hollow rods were nsed in the 
conduct of hia experiments with his 
niot-or. 


'(B«cent exposures," said Mr. Cramp 


tho other day, "have demonstrated that 
compressed air was probably the agent 
employed, and Kecly certainly had ma- 
chinery powerful enough to compress 
nir to any dogree that he could possibly 
havo needed for anything he did. Tho 
rrick of lifting tho heavy weight at the 
end of a lever was never done to my 
satisfaction. A register recorded the 
weight, and registers can be set to do 
anything. 


"Ho had a pump bnilt at the old Mor- 


ris works that was, I have been told, of 
the most powerful description, and with 
it and his big iron sphere he cocld have 
collected all the energy any of bis ex- 
periments demanded. He had only to 
snpply tubes enough to get his force 
through, and I am satislied they were 
there in profusion." 


When some capitalists were consider- 


ing tlie advisability of putting a large 
amount of money iato the motor scheme 
several years apo, Mr. Cramp was se- 
lected as a member of a committee to 
virit Kecly's labors tory and aiake an in- 
vestigation. After a year's eiforts this 
committee succeeded in entering the 
sanctum and witnessed some of tho ex- 
periments. 


"When oar committee went to the 


laboratory, " said the shipbuilder, "we 
agreed not to ask Keely any embarrass- 
ing questions. We had heard that Mich 
a course had been pursued by others, 
and every time he got angry, usually 
retreating when forced into a corner 
behind this sort of a statement : 'Gen- 
tlemen, yon are here as my guests. I 
did not bring you here to insult me. ' 
Therefore we decided to simply lead 
him along the way he wanted to go and 
not try to corner him. 


"His condition during our visit was 


remarkable. He was evidently expect- 
ing the usual cornering process, and 
when it did not come he grew nervous. 
Great beads of perspiration stood out 
on head, face and bands, and he was 
visibly excited. I watched the machine 
closely and waa impressed with the 
number of so called wires of varying 
thickness that led to it. I picked tip a 
piece of alleged wire and was ^ixnck by 
its lightness. Then I made up my mind 
that be was merely using gome well 
known force like compressed air through 
tubes. 


"Turning carelessly to Keely I asked, 


with no trace of special interest: 
'Where do you get these hollow rods ? I 
don't know where- to get tbem. ' He 
answered" promptly, 'I get them from 
a factory in Connecticut. ' He mentioned 
the place, but I forget where it was. 
All the members of the committee saw 
the force of the question and answer, 
and Eeely saw the break be bad made, 
but we gave him no further shocks. 
He had a great collection of wires and 
short pieces of metal so arranged that 
touching any of tbem produced a clear, 
musical note. These were bis collectors 
of sympathetic sound, and with his 
tuning fork-he wonld strike away and 
start bis various experiments. 


"I saw tbe famous gun fired, and it 


did not amount to mnch. A good 
bealtby donkey could kick harder than 
tbe projectile struck. I was impressed 
at once witb tbe belief tbat there was 
no great secret about what Keely did. 
I am inclined to believe that he thought 
he had found something which was new 
to bim because be bad not beard of it 
before, and be bad made such claims in 
his new field tbat it was no trouble for 
him to secure almost unlimited cash." 
. While the late Chief Engineer Whit- 
aker of the United States navy was 
stationed at the Cramps' shipyard, 13 
years ago, as inspector of the Terror, he 
made Mr. Keeiy's acquainiance, visited 
him frequently, and examined his meth- 
ods. In his many interviews Mr. Wbit- 
aker collected a vocabulary of more 
than one thousand words invented by 
Keely. These words bad a scientific jin,- 
gle, but not one of tbem is recognized 
by any single scientific authority or 
gauged by any scientific usage. 


Keely told Mr. Wbitaker ho had been 


at one time connected with a circus as 
sleight of band performer, and perform- 
ed tbe egg and tag and other tricks on 
a little platform on a horse. He also 
said at one time be bad been in tho 
United States cavalry, having enlisted 
twice. Ha showed Mr. Wbitaker a va- 
ricoso vein or aneurism caused by a fall 
from a horse, and another place where 
be was wounded by an arrow. Ho said 
when be enlisted he assumed other 
names. Mr. Whitaker investigated tbe 
matter and found tbere were enlistments 
of a inan by those names. 


Mr. W hi taker, according to Mr. 


Cramp, looked on Kecly as a combina- 
tion of a charlatan and circns fakir and 
a man wbo was really sincere, one who 
had been dazed reading on scientific 
matters, and, being uneducated,- waa 
unable to grasp tbe meaning of what he 
read. The theory of light transmitted 
through ether, and all that sort of thing, 
naturally confused him. 


Mr. Whitaker considered that it was 


his duty to expose Keely, and he collect- 
ed au immense amount of matter besides 
the vocabulary, but died before it was 
over utilized or published.— New York 
Eerald.

DEWEY CANNOT BE KILLED.

Dr. Daniel Matson of Kansas City, 


Kan., has recently received an interest- 
ing letter from his BOO, Spnrgeon Mat- 
son, member of Company B, Twentieth 
Kansas infantry, now stationed at Ma- 
nila. The letter is dated Dec. 8, 1808, 
ibortly after the arrival of the regi- 
ment, and is written on shipboard, the 
troops not yet being landed. The fol- 
lowing are extracts from the letter: 


"Dewey's fleet is in plain sight from 


where wo are; also the spot where were 
sunk the Spanish ships. You' should 
have seen Dewey flash his searchlight 
on us fronj a distance of three miles. 
One might have read a paper by its 
light. The natives are out in canoes 
this morning witb fruit and monkeys. 
One can purchase a monkey for 60 
cents. The money used is Spanish, and 
we get $10 for $5 of American money. 
Five dollars is a large sum here. The 
natives tfeSbk we are rich. The change 
for 50 cents will fill one's pocket, a cent 
of their money being as large as a half 
dollar of ours. 


"The natives think Dewey is a god 


and cannot be shot. They have killed a 
few of our pickets on ontposts by slip- 
ping up on them. Onr patrol guards 
have lots of fights with them in- the 
city. If they don't stop when ordered, 
the guards just pop them over." 


An addition to the letter written 


after landing and dated Dec. 11 con- 
tains the following: 
• "I was over in Old Manila yesterday 
where the Spanish prisoners are confin- 
ed, and this is a sight to see. It is sur- 
rounded by a wall S5 feet through. 
There are nnmeroua large cathedrals 
and stone buildings, and it is in one of 
the cathedrals that the Spanish prison- 
ers are kept. I talked witb some of 
tbem, and tbey expressed entire satis- 
faction with the way they were being 
treated by the Americans. 


"I counted)40 immense cannon that 


surmount the wall near the navy yard. 
They all point toward the bay. These 
guns were not fired during Dewey's as- 
sault for fear of provoking a reply that 
•would prove disastrous to the city. One 
has to watch his health here, for the 
fever is a foot thick."—Kansas City 
Times.

Substance Wblcb 'Will Renew Oxy- 


gen In Vitiated Air. 


An important discovery was announc- 


ed in the French Academy of Medicine 
recently by Georges Janbert. He has 
been experimenting on how to supply 
air or renew oxygen in air for a man in 
a hermetically inclosed space like a div- 
ing belL The discoverer's hypothesis 
•was that 79 per cent of the nitrogen 
contained in respirable air remains in- 
tact after 21 per cent of tbe oxygen has 
been consumed,.and the same nitrogen, 
mixed with a new supply of oxygen, 
becomes respirable air when the car- 
bonic acid and tbe vapor produced by 
breathing are removed. 


Janbert found tbat bis hypothesis 


was correct. The most important ques- 
tion was the generation of oxygen. It 
appears that he discovered a chemical 
substance which by contact with the 
atmosphere clears vitiated air of all 
impure gases produced by respiration 
and refurnishes automatically tb« req- 
uisite quantity of oxygen. The author 
states that six or eight pounds of this 
substance will enable a man to live for 
24 hours in a diving bell.—Special Ca- 
ble to New York Son.

The army bill has passed the house. 


The bill fixes the minimum of a stand- 
ing army at 50,000 and gives discre- 
tionary power to tbe president to in- 
crease the number to 100,000. This Is 
virtually an endorsement of the 100,000 
limit. 
The giving of this discretionary 


power to tbe president Is condemned 
by the opponents of expansion. They 
look upon it as a reversion io mon- 
archial control and think it is a de- 
parture from the constitution, which 
gives congress the power to raise and 
support armies. 


If you stop thinking at the point 


.where the anti-administration men stop 
, you will have their opinions, but if 
you push things to a conclusion you 
will be surprised how often you will 
find youselves opposed to them. 
The 


president has no power given him by 
the Hull army bill except the power 
Invested in him by congress. If he 
calls 50,000 men or 100,000 men into ser- 
vice under the Hull bill, should it be- 
come a law, he will simply be using a 
power imposed in him by congress. Not 
until he passes the 100,000 limit will he 
be using monarchial power. 


It is foolish to agonize over this dis- 


cretionary power for more than one 
reason. A main reason is that if con- 
gress grants that power to the presi- 
dent it can take it away }f it is ever 
abused. And nothing more than this 
proves that the president acting under 
the provisions of the bill would be 
doing no more than acting as the agent 
of congress, with which lies tbe sole 
power of 
raising 
and 
supporting 


armies.

"I have overwhelming evidence that

Discretion ol President. 


Washington. Feb. L—The Hull army

about 60,000 men.

100.000 will be available. 


The reduction to 60,000 Is to be made by,' 


reducing the size of the companies and 
not by decreasing their number, and 
thus at all times the full organization is 
left intact.

There are now In the army 26 regi- 


ments of cavalry, seven regiments ol 
artillery and one battalion of engineers.' 
These organizations will be Increased 
under the terms of the Hull bill to 30 
regiments »f Infantry, 12 regiments oJ 
ca\ airy and an artillery corps of 144 sea- 
coast and 24 light batteries, equivalent , 
to 14 artillery regiments.

It was the result of a week of hard 


and often picturesque lighting on tlic 
floor of the house, during the progress 
of which the opposition compelled those 
In charge of the measure to give this 
discretionary authority to the president, 
and to make other modifications, among 
which was a reduction of 321 in the num- 
ber of staff officers. 
In consequence of 


these modifications, the Republican op- 
position was practically vanished, and 
on the flnal vote but six Republicans 
voted against the bill—Messrs. Barber 
(Md.), Connelly (Ills.), Loud (Cal.). 
Johnson (Ind.), McBwan (N. J.) and 
Wadsworth (N. Y.). 
This Republican 


defection was, however, almost offset 
by five members of the political oppo- 
sition, who voted in favor of the bill- 
Messrs. Berry (Ky.), McClellan (N. Y.), 
McAIeer (Pa.), Taylor (Ala.), Democrats, 
and Skinner (N. C.), Populist. 


The galleries were crowded through- 


out the day, and every member who 
could possibly be there was on the floor 
to record his vote on the flnal rolloall. 


The program yesterday Included a 


provision for two hours of general de- 
bate, which was to be occupied by 
Messrs. Dalzell of Pennsylvania and 
Hopkins of Illinois, In closing for th* 
majority, and Messrs. Bailey of Texas 
and Settle of Kentucky for the opposi- 
tion, but this program was smashed, 
owing to the failure to complete the 
bill under the five-minute rule before 
3 o'clock, the hour set for the vote. 


Among the Important amendments 


adopted before the vote was taken, w., 
one to exclude the appointment of civil- 
ians to positions In the engineer corps, 
and one to strike out the provision f r 
additional pay for commanders serving 
in the West Indies, the Philippines and 
Alaska. 


The amendment of Mr. Cummlngs of 


New York, to prohibit the use of troops 
In the several states to suppress riots, 
etc., except upon the application Of tl e 
states, was defeated by a large majority.

Mrs. Provenchia remai-- 
ing in Somersworth, wh)le her husba. 
and a young sou removed to Rochester. 
Here, last summer, Provenchia opened a 
^blacksmith shop. 


,Mrs. Provenchia visited her husband 
several times of late, in an endeavor to 
effect a reconciliation, but to no purpos< 
Yesterday, on seeing her husband, sh. 
asked him to kiss her. He refused, ant 
stated that he did not wish to have any- 
thing to say to her. She answered 
(significantly that she would make it 
hot for him, and that she intended to 
have revenge. 


Provenchia, about four months ago, 


engaged Miss Cox as housekeeper. She 
was a bright and vivacious girl, and 
Mrs. Provenchia had seen her on several 
of her visits.

Chop eggs and hai. very fine, 
add a, teaspoonful of home made must- 
ard, two tablespoonfuls of melted butter.

The cheese 
sandwich filling is made by adding one 
tablespoonful of melted butter, one tea- 
spoonful homemade mustard, and a lit- 
tle pepper to the cheese. Cut plain cake 
into thin slices, spreading Jelly between 
the halves. Beat the white of one egg 
stiff, add three tableppoonfuls of sugar, 
beat, and place over the boiling tea- 
kett'e for flve mfnutds, stirring con- 
stantly. Frost your jelly cakes with half 
the frosting, and add one teaspoonful 
chocolate and one-half teaspoonful of 
vanilla to the rest of the frosting. Spread 
this upon the remaining cake. This 
frosting will harden almost at once and 
is very creamy and nice.

dOOD COOKERY 


(Copyrtshted.) 


FOR THE LENTEN SEASON. 


With the advent of Lent eggs wlU 


come to the front'as an important and 
landing article of food. As eggs are both 
nourishing and palatable the Lenten 
period Is not to be dreaded for this" rea- 
son, and yet there are always•mes when 
a greater variety of food would prove 
attractive. Everybody may be said to 
eat eggs in some form. The savage 
swallows them raw and considers them 
a delicacy, while the average American 
householders eats them boiled or fried, 
with an occasional attempt in his kit- 
chen to prepare an omelet. 


No matter how good the article of food 


a constant repetition of the same dishes 
should always be avoided, and to aid 
you in your efforts to serve eggs to your 
household In an appetizing manner I 
wish to make a few suggestions and to 
furnish you a few desirable recipes, some 
of which are distinctively French in 
character. 


In the first place eggs above all things 


else should be fresh. A bad egg has no- 
rival. An easy way to ascertain the 
freshness of an egg is ta hold it toward 
"the sun" or toward a strong light. If 
fresh it will appear perfectly clear. If 
clear on one side and cloudy en the other 
it is stale. Another test is to place the 
eggs in a pan of water. Those that sink 
to the bottom arefcood; those that float 
to the top "or even stand on end should 
be condemned as unfit for use. 


Now let us look at a few additional 


recipes that will repay a trial. 


EGGS A LA SWISSE. 


Fry eggs and place' them on a hot 


platter'and cover them with a hot toma- 
to sauce. Garnish the edge of the platter 
with split broiled sausages and grated 
Swiss cheese. 
« 


EGGS BONNE FEMMB. 


Peel two onions, slice and fry them 


brown in butter. Then mix in a dessert- 
spoonful of vinegar. Butter a dish and 
spread the onions over it Break over 
them the number of eggs reauired for 
your family and place all in a brisk oven. 
When the eggs are cooked cover with a 
layer of bread crumbs fried in butter and 
serve. 


EGGS A LA TRIPE. 


Fry one medium sized onion, sliced, 


with one ounce of butter. Do not burn 
It. Mix In a teaspoonful of flour and 
half a cup of sweet cream. Season with

mashed potatoes; stir well, and add a 
well beaten egg; turn back in a deep 
dish, and put into the oven to brown.

SWEDISH ROLLED PUDDINO, 


Make a nice bread dough with one cup 


of milk, one teaspoonful each of sugar 
and butter, one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
and one-fourth of a yeast cake, dissolved 
In one-fourth of a cup of water, and flour 
to mix stiff. Let It rise, and when well 
risen roll it out half an inch thick and 
spread it with stewed cranberries. Roll 
it up, flour the ends well, and lay it in 
a pudding bag, which has been wrung 
out In hot -cvdter and floured. The bag 
should be large, that the pudding may 
have room to swell. Tie the end tight, 
plunge it into boiling water, and cook 
two hours. Keep the kettle replenished 
often with boiling water. Serve with 
any sweet sauce unflavored. 


PLUM PUDDING^ 


One pound of baker's bread, cut in 


slices aad placed in a deep dish, one-half 
cup butter (spread each slice with the 
buttei), one cup raisins, seeded, mix 
with the bread. Into one quart of milk 
put one-half cup sugar, two-thirds cup 
of molasses, three eg'gs. well beaten, 
email teaspoonful vanilla, pinch of cas- 
sia, nutmeg and salt, turn this mixture 
over the bread, steam two hours and a 
half. Sauce^—Cream one-quarter of a 
cup butter "with two cups powdered 
sugar, flavor with vanilla.

sized potatoes, put half of the potatoes 
into a sauce pan, turn in the meat, salt, 
pepper and add bite of butter,' put In the 
rest of the potatoes, pepper and salt 
again, with plenty of butter on top. Pour 
a large cup of boiling water o\#r all and" 
cook 20 minutes without stirring.- Tbe 
result will be surely hash, but a very ap- 
petizing dish for all that. 


PLAIN CHOWDE'R. 


Take one auart of clams and cut off 


fcpads, fry thin slices of nice fat salt 
pork a little brown (cut up in bits while 
frying),take the water from the steamed 
clams and add more, to make one quart, 
put in a. kettle, slice in one good sized 
onion, and let boil ten minutes, then add 
one quart potatoes, pared aad sliced, and 
let them boil until tender, then put in one 
quart milk, salt and pepper to taste, and 
boil and serve at once. 


PORK CAKE. 


One pound of fat salt pork chopped fine, 


one pound raisins, one half pound cur- 
rants, one quarter-pound citron, three 
eggs, °ae and onie half cups brown sugar, 
one cup molasses, one teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon, Allspice and clove, one 
heaping teaspoonful soda; pour one half 
pint of boiling water o\er the pork, use 
flour enough to make a stiff dough, and 
bake one and one half hours in a mod- 
erate oven. - 


BANANA CREAM PIE. 


Line a plate with a crust and rim. Fill 


•with sliced bananas. Beat the yolk of 
one egg with one-third of a cup of sugar, 
add one teaspconf ul orange extract, and 
one cup of cream, or rich milk. Pour 
this over the bananas and bake. Cover 
with a meringue made with the whites 
of three eggs, beaten stiff, with three 
tablespoonfula of powdered sugar, and 
flavored with orange extract. 


" MOCK TURTLE SOUP. 


Boil a calfe liver and heart with a 


knuckle ot veal for^thjrett or four hours, 
skimming well, then strain off. Chop 
the meat fine and add to(it a chopped 
onion, salt, pepper and ground cloves 
to taste, thickening, if necessary, with 
a little browned flour, cooking again in 
the liquor. Have the yolks of four or 
five hard boiled eggs cut up for the tu- 
reen, also slices of lemon.

One cup sugar, and one-half cup but- 


ter, beaten together, one egg, one quar- 
ter of a cup of milk, one pint flour, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder; flavor 
with vanilla; cut into little strips; roll 
In sugar, and bake in a quick oven. 


APPLE FOAM. 


One good, big, fair apple, grate on a 


lemon grater, add one cup sugar, and the 
unbeaten white of one egg, beat all to- 
gether thoroughly, and It will come out 
white snd light as snow.

Apropos of the visit of Rodyard Kip- 


ling to the United States the following 
story about the author will be of inter- 
est: 


"You remember," said a friend, 


"the difficulty that Kipling had with 
his wife's brother, Beatty S. Balestier, 
in the spring of 1&6? Well, yon re- 
member that he had Balestier arrested 
for using improper and indecent lan- 
guage toward him and threatening bis 
life ? When Balestier came np for ex- 
amination, Kipling had to go on the 
stand. The courtroom was crowded 
with as many of the citizens of Brattle- 
boro and the surrounding country as 
could be packed, jammed and wedged 
into it. 


"From the time Kipling first came 


to that section of Vermont none of the 
people had ever been able to find out 
much about him. He held himself aloof 
from the natives, minded his own busi- 
ness and discouraged any advances that 
most of them made toward establishing 
friendly relations. They wanted to 
know what his house was like on the 
inside. They never found out, because 
they never got farther than the door. 
They wanted to know how he lived and 
worked, what he ate and when and how 
much he slept. They never had a 
chance to gratify their curiosity until 
the Balestier case came up. Then they 
concluded that they might havo a 
chance to feast their eyes and ears.

KIPLING'S VHKMOKT HOMI. 


Ing their own popularity, they asked 
Kipling all sorts of questions. Neither 
Kipling's nor Balestier's lawyers inter- 
posed many objections to questions that 
clearly had no bearing on the case— 
were irrelevant and immaterial, as the 
lawyers say. 


"It happened, therefore, that Kipling 


was obliged to giye, in the course of 
his examination, a'great deafof person- 
al and family history. While he was on 
the stand Brattleboro learned more 
about Kipling than it ever hoped to 
know and was greatly pleased in con- 
sequence. 
Kipling had taken much 


pleasure, up to this time, in knowing 
that his neighbors were just devouring 
themselves with iu curiosity that they 
had no means of gratifying. 
When he 


found that he had to tell so much about 
himpelf he was the most disgusted man 
in the state of Vermont The one thing 
he wanted was to get away from the 
place and forget, if he could, all about 
his first and only experience in an 
American law court. Almost immedi- 
ately after the case was concluded and 
Balestier was bound over to keep the 
peace the Kiplings began to make prep- 
arations for their foreign trip. 


"But there is another reason—one 


connected with his literary career—that 
prompted the trip. A few years ago a 
critic, writing of Kipling's woik done 
in India, said: 'Besides the silly world 
that disports itself throughout most of 
his poetry and some of his prose, there 
is another Anglo-Indian world, which 
for high aims and a certain steadfast- 
ness in effort, after the personal interest 
in effort is well nigh dead, has never 
had an equal in history. /Some day ft 
writer will arise—perhaps this young 
man—who will make that nobler Anglo- 
Indian world known as it really is.' 
Kipling paid more attention to that 
criticism than any that was ever made 
of his writings. He made up his mind 
to follow its suggestion." 


Kudyard Kipling was married on Jan. 


18, 1892, to Miss-Carolyn Balestier, a 
daughter of the late Walcott Balestier, 
Sr., a wealthy resident and retired law- 
yer of Brattleboro, Vt.' The wedding 
took place in All Souls' church, Port- 
land place, Loadon. It was said to be 
the fulfilment of a wish expressed by 
Mrs. Kipling's brother, the late Wai' 
cott Balestier, Jr., in collaboration vith 
whom Kipling wrote the novel, "Tho 
Naulabka," 


Shortly after their marriage Mr. and 


Mrs. Kipling came to America for a 
brief visit. They visited Mrs. Kipling's 
family at Brattleboro, and BO charmed 
was Kipling with the country that he 
bought a piece of property in tho little 
hamlet of Dununerston, a short distance 
from Brattleboro, and there built a 
house, which, with furnishings, is said 
to have cost $50,000. The house i« a 
long, low building, 90 by 36, with pro- 
jecting roof that has just the suggestion 
of a thatch. A wide veranda exte&ds 
along one entire end of the house. A 
long hall divides the house in the mid- 
dle, there being 11 rooms on either side' 
of the haE The house looks not unlike 
an Indian bungalow. It is built on a hill-, 
side overlooking the Connecticut river,' 
and the only entrance is tn the rear. 
At every approach to the house is to be 
found the sign, "No trespassing on 
these grounds." Kipling's room is m 
the southeast corner, from the windows 
of which a view of the river may bo 
nod for miles up or down. 


In the daytime Kipling, following 


the style of some jsnglisnmen, was ac- 
customed to go about in toe shabbiest 
of clothes. Ee was always home an 
hour before dinner, however, and in 
that hoar he made a complete change of 
toilet. When be appeared in the dining 
room, he was arrayed in immaculate 
linen and full evening dress. It .was 
bit unvarying custom, when engaging 
a servant, to pledge him to absolute 
secrecy regarding the daily life ot bit 
master or any of the customs of bin 
house. It it not generally known, by 
the way, that by his marriage Kipling 
became related to William McKinley. 
UTS, William Qliddem. Mn, McKinlar'0 


aunt, is Major McKinley's first cousin. 
Kipling was born in India in 1868. His 
father 1s John Lockwood Kipling, C. I. 
E., for many years principal of the 
Mayo School of Industrial Art and cu- 
rator of the mneeuu at Lahore. Rndyard 
Kipling was educated in England and 
then returned to India in 1880, whore 
his best known works were written 
New York Sun.

JBow Dobson and His Hen Regained 


Their Freedom. 


In the February Century, General 


Shatter, writing of "The Capture of 
Santiago," tells how he procured the 
release of Lieutenant Hobson and his 
men. 


At the request of the foreign consuls 


and in the interest of the women and 
children, I gave notice that the threat- 


I ened bombardment would not take place 
until noon of July 5. On that day I 
telegraphed to Washington that I should 
not open fire until I got Lieutenant 
Hobson and bis men out of the city 
and should not then, if the taking of the 
place required an assault, as I consider- 
ed that starving the enemy out was bet- 
ter. Having a number of Spanish prison- 
ers, I determined to effect the exchange 
of Hobson, if possible. On the 6th Gen- 


; oral Toral assented to my proposition, 


and Lieutenant Miley was sent to effect 
it. Tte commissioner appointed by the 
Spanish commander was Major Yrles. 
The meeting took place under the broad 
ceiba tree where the surrender after- 
ward was made. After an hour was con- 
sumed in arranging the details, threo 
Spani&h officers were taken out blind- 
folded. To Lieutenant Miley's surprise, 
the Spanish commissioner selected an 
officer who had been wounded in tho 
arm at the battle of San Juan, an ac- 
quaintance of his. We had intended to 
parole him if he had not been taken, 
and Lieutenant Miley had a paper in 
bis pocket for that purpose. Seven Span- 
ish soldiers were exchanged for the sev- 
en American sailors. Lieutenant Hobson 
was then brought within our lines, 
where he was enthusiastically cheered 
by the army. 


I had learned from the English consul 


that Hobson was confined in one of the 
large buildings nearest us. It was in 
plain sight, and from it floated the red 
cross. It was under fire, and as it was 
a building full of windows I was afraid 
he might be in danger. Gun fire would 
not have been directed toward it, but 
shots will go astray, especially rifle 
shots: The fleet, which was bombarding ' 
eight miles away, would be likely to hit 
it. I was very glad to get Hobson and 
his men out of the way. The fact that 
they were released by the army has ' 
never been acknowledged by officers of 
the navy, who simply speak of the re- 
turn of Mr. Hobson to his duty.

Is 
Holland and Its pedigrees. Her royal 
apartments in the great hotel in New 
York city are furnished in such a way 
as to recall the land of dikes and wind* 
mills. The portraits of her Dutch an* 
cestors occupy a conspicuous place upon 
the walls, while sofa cushions of dark 
blue and orange are piled upon couches, 
and in the evening the light falls 
through tinted shades cut in the shape 
of tulips. 
Besides her Dutch ancestry, which 


dates back to 1633, when Leybert Van 
Westervelt settled in Flatbush. N. Y., 
Miss Dempsey Is proud of her French 
and English forbears. The Hoblitzells 
were French Huguenots, who took ref- 
uge in Maryland in 1735 Adrian Hoblit- 
zell, Miss Dempsey's great-gi andfather, 
was a revolutionary hero. Her moth- 
er's g/andfather was General Sir Guy 
Carleton, once governor general of Can- 
ada during our Revolution. He was 
transferred to New York and there was 
compelled to surrender his sword to 
Washington when the 'British army 
evacuated New York. The Van Wester- 
velt branch of the family- came from 
Mepple, Holland, where they were of 
baronial rank. For over 400 years the 
dead of the family received the honor 
of burial In the nave of the old parish 
church at Mepple Her father was of 
Dutch and Irish extraction. 


The expenses of the famous corona- 


tion were borne by Miss Dempsey her- 
self, who, although she lives very sim- 
ply, 
Is well endowed with this world's 


goods. There Is quite a romantic story 
connected with the coming into this 
fortune. Over the Hudson on the high- 
lands above Fort Lee the Dempseys of 
several generations ago acquired an ex 
tensive landed estate. There they built 
a great stone mansion, where the heads 
of the family lived. There were feuds 
in the family, however, and some of the 
Dempseys removed from the ancestral 
acres to make another fortune for 
themselves. There was the usual com- 
plication of a lost will, and the estate 
bade fair to go out of the family alto 
gether, when Miss Dempsey and her 
two brothers found the missing will and 
triumphantly claimed the gold and 
acres of the Dempseys. 


To Miss Dempsey's Interest In Hol- 


land and her Dutch ancestors is due the 
idea of the Holland Dames society. 
There is a Holland society to which on- 
ly men are admitted and Miss Dempaey 
some time ago decided to found a simi- 
lar one for women. She interested other 
ladies of Dutch ancestry in the ides£ 
The requirement for admission to the 


Tnis is owing to the very peculiar for- 
malities adopted as a part of the rou- 
tine of each meeting of the society. The 
members convene in the costumes of 
the Holland court of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Miss Dempsey is arrayed in a 
royal robe and wears on her head a 
magnificent jeweled crown manufac- 
tured especially for her. Its cost is 
said to have been $30,000. When her 
royal highness Queen Lavinia puts on 
the crown, she pushes through it sev- 
eral diamond hatpins in order to keep 
it in place. 


The royal robe which she wears at 


court functions is of turquoise blue vel- 
vet, the train having an ample length 
of six yards lined with orange colored 
eattn and ermine. The skirt, or rather 
SUCH portion of it as shows in front 
from under the velvet train, is of white 
eilk embroidered with tulips, A sin- 
gle large tulip framed in rows of to- 
pazes Is embroidered on the orange 
crepon vest of the bodice. The neck is 


state occasions Is tipped with a minia- 
ture tulip set with diamonds. 


At court drawing rooms Queen La- 


vinia sits upon a throne of gilded wood 
Its spreading arms afford ample room 
for the draperies of the queen. The 
chair is of course upholstered Jn orange 
velvet stamped with the royal arms of 
the house of Orange-Nassau. Three 
carved crowns surmount the back of the 
chair, over which is a canopy of blue 
and gold rising to, a height of nine feet 
above the chair. At Queen Lavinia's 
coronation, which took place at the 
Waldorf-Astoria hgtel, New Tork, Feb. 
9, 1898, an ermine panel and orange cur- 
tain hung behind the throne and an 
electrician concealed in the gallery at 
appropriate intervals turned on the cal- 
cium to effectively bring outTall the 
magnificence of the gold and gems and 
costly fabrics. Queen Lavinia's official 
reign is eight years. 


When she addresses any of the ladies 


of her court through the mails, the

Dames, was established. It ie ruled by 
a directress general, Mrs'.

PROBABLY SAIL TOMORROW. 


Authority Given for Second Regiment 


Party, Plant ol Trip. 


It la now practically certain that the 


Second regiment party for bringing 
back the soldiers' bodies from Cuba 
will be able to sail on the Roumania 
tomorrow, for which Major Whipple 
and Sergeant O'Brien left as reported. 
Mr. Dunkerton went from Worcester 
to Springfield yesterday morning, and 
spent several hours in consultation 
with the members of the party, who 
expected to join him in New York later. 
The numerous telegrams which have 
been sent to and from Washington had 
not done much to enlighten the mem- 
bers of the party as Jo the question of 
transportation on the government boat, 
and the meeting yesterday noon was 
held with a view to determining a 
plan of action in case all could not 
sail together. 


During the afternoon the following 


telegrams were leeeived by Sergeant 
F. A. Jenks fiom Captain P. L. Rider: 
"Telegram just received says: 'De- 
partment has ordered transportation 
on Roumania for persons going to 
Cuba for purpose of returnfng with 
remains of soldiers. State room ac- 
commodations very limited: most of 
party must sleep in hammocks.' Notify 
your men to be In New York army 
building at 10 o'clock Wednesday. Ves- 
sel sails Thursday." This seemed to 
indicate that the party could not find 
accommodations of some sort on the 
transport. 


The trip to Cuba will be a long and 


tedious one. The transport will sail 
first to Ponce, where a stop of five or 
six days will be made. The trip to 
Santiago will take about three days 
more. 
Once they arrive there, no 


knowing how long they may be delay- 
ed in getting to work. How long it will 
require to find the bodies, prepare them 
for shipment, and 
how long othei 


searching parties may delay them is 
something no one can foretell. If the 
party is back within six weeks it is the 
general impression they will have done 
exceedingly well. ~ 


Particulars as to the departure have 


engrossed all at tun twin thus far, so 
that no thought has been given to for- 
mulating a plan of action on the party's 
return. 
It has been suggested that 


a union funeral service be held and 
a suitable public • demonstration be 
given on the arrival of the party with 
the bodies. 
Sufficient time remains 


for the promulgation of proper plans 
and undoubtedly that will be done 
which circumstances suggest and re- 
quire.

An inquest in relation to the death 


of former Surrogate H. D. W. C. Hill, 
who was struck by a Fltchburg train 
at Eagle Bridge and who subsequently 
died at the Troy hospital, was held in 
Troy by Coroner H. E. DeFreest Mon- 
day evening. Drs. Hudson of Hoosick 
Falls and Herrick and Fajrweather 
said they had examined the body and 
that death was due to the injuries re- 
reived. Miss Hattie Newton of Ben- 
nington, Vt, and Miss Lucy Whipple, 
who were standing on the platform of 
the train, stated that Mr. Hill was try- 
ing to cross the tracks in front of the 
train when the accident occurred. 


Elias Melius, the fiieman, said he 


saw Mr. Hill driving across the track 
in front of the train, and thought he 
had reached a place of safety until in- 
formed by the engineer that they had 
struck a man. Byron Clark, the engi- 
neer, said he knew nothing of the af- 
fair until some one on the platform of 
the station had informed him. 


After a brief deliberation the Jury 


rendered this verdict: "We find that 
Henry D. W. C. Hill came to his death 
from injuries received by being struck 
by a Fitchburg train on the east bound 
track of the company at or near the 
station in the village of Eagle Bridge 
about 5,55 o'clock on the afternoon of 
January 19, 1899, and that death was 
due to an accident In 
connection 


therewith v" recommend that the 
Fitchburg tail^oad coir-iany- omitp its 
trains or stations -\\ita appliaures ner-- 
eSsary for the care of injured persons."
